Chicago Fire" to St. Nicholas. Mr. 
Mieglatz says: 
Once, lor a lew minutes, I thougnt IB 


was all over •with me. The flames 
sprang from the middle of the block, 
on the oast side of Wells street between 
Washington and Baudolph, to the mid- 
dle of tho block between Randolph and 
L-iko streets. Here a remarkable thing 
happened. At the northwest corner of 
Wells and Lake streets I stopped for a 
moment to catch uiy breath and to look 
back. At the southeast corner there 
•ntis a boot iintl shoe shop, which had a 
^lass front oulho rear alley, similar to 
that on the stftet front, but not EO elab- 
orate. Tho fire struck this alley front 
with a force that swept the hoots and 
shoes through the shop and into the 
street in a flash. A tongue of flame shot 
out, rolled across the street and kindled 
u lar kettle and a barrel, snch as pavers 
use, bringing with it a shower of boots 
and shoes. Almost at the same instant 
tho fire threw itspJf against a hat fac- 
tory, a lew doors east of tho boot and 
shoe shop. It hit the rear of the build- 
mg with the same impelling force, and 
the hats flew up into tho air like saray.

C»unpoTvd«r In Hunting. 


A curious feature about this evolu- 


tion in methods of hunting was the 
hesitation -with which gunpowder -was 
taken up by the great nobles. Not only 
did it take quite a century to farnili'ar- 
izo hunters -with it, but the evidence 
that has come down to ns shows that 
the humble classes wore the first to tise 
it for shooting game. Maximilian, ar- 
cleut sportsman that he was, tells ns 
himself that he could shoot farther and 
with greater accuracy wath his cross- 
bow than his keeper oonld with the fire 
tube. 


To prove this he tells ns the well 


known story of a certain chamois stand- 
ing at a distance of 200 fathoms, which 
after being pronounced a* too far off by 
his henchman, who was armed with 
one of the first sporting firearms men- 
tioned in print, comes tumbling down, 
pierced at tbo first attempt, by the em- 
peror's bolt. From other sources we 
learn of strict measures being adopted 
to prevent poachers and "wood loafers" 
using firearms, and this at a period 
when princes still nsed the cumbrous 
crossbow and spear. It was only in the 
last quarter of the sixteenth century 
that firearms had ousted other weapons 
for certain forms of the ohase, the deei 
battue being among the latter.—Pal)

In Korea. 


In Korea all men and women smoke. 


They begin early. The pipe ia a brass 
bowl, with a reed stem four feet long 
nud o brass, amber or glass mouthpiece. 
Accidents often occur from persons fall- 
ing with a long pipe in the mouth, the 
stem of -which is driven down the throat 
through the cheek or into the palate. 
During the "reform period," after the 
Japan-China war, long pipes were for- 
bidden to the common people, and tbey 
turned to cigarettes, which have be- 
come rooted in the popular affection. 
Native cigarettes, which are of poor 
quality, sell lor 1 cent gold for 20. Lit- 
tlo cigars of cigarette size sell for 14 
cents gold per 100. 


American cigarettes are used exclu- 


sively in the palace, and thousands of 
them are smoked there. This makes 
them popular -with the upper classes, 
and the consumption of them is very 
great. The best of them cost 1 cent 
gold each. The import duty on cigars 
and cigarettes is 90 per cent ad valorem; 
bat, in spite of this, the American 
manfaotorenare gradually coming into 
control of the market.—Chicago Times- 
Herald
